Looking Back 
GChirty ‘Years of R'HS 


For students from Fairfield 
and Brownsburg High Schools, 
the fall of 1961 was different. 
The doors of Rockbridge High, 
the new consolidated school, 
were open for the first time. Stu- 
dents from the two schools gath- 
ered to receive their educations, 
play sports, and build friend- 
ships. 

Sports teams saw good years 
and tough years. The Rebel foot- 
ball team won the district title in 
1973. The volleyball team cap- 
tured the state title in 1987 and 
attempted to regain it several 
other years. The Rebels baseball 
team fought hard and made 
RHS proud over the years. 
Track teams set many records. 
Varsity cheerleading squads 
won the district title for six 
years. Softball teams worked 
hard and represented RHS with 
great enthusiasm. Girls and boys 
basketball teams played well in 
the Pioneer District. All in all, 
RHS athletes displayed great 
talent and devotion since that 
first year. 

Rockbridge High School was 
led by six different administra-

first was Robert Hook, followed 
by Al Beamer. Next in line were 
Ted Campbell, Frank Po 
lakiewicz, and Larry Bond. John 
Morris, a long-time faculty mem- 
ber, served as the last principal 
of RHS. Some teachers began 
their careers at RHS; others re- 
tired from RHS. 

The school watched the coun- 
try go to war in Viet nam in the 
1960’s and 1970’s and again in 
Saudi Arabia in the 1990’s. It 
saw two major floods, seven 
presidents, and thirty World Se- 
ries. Many graduates married 
former classmates, and their 
children began their high school 
careers at their parents’ alma 
mater. 

Now once again there is a 
consolidated high school. Rock- 
bridge County High School will 
open its doors for students from 
Rockbridge, Natural Bridge, and 
Lexington High Schools. Stu- 
dents will receive educations,
